THE COVER PICTURE 


Little England plantation was established in 1651 through a grant of the 
British Crown. The clapboard house in the right of the picture on the cover of 
the catalog was built prior to 1680, and the main house with its thick brick walls 
laid in Flemish bond was completed in 1716. 

Twice it has served as an Army hospital — during the Revolutionary and 
the War of 1812 — and in 1781 the Virginia militia used it as an outpost to observe 
the operations of the British Army at Yorktown and Gloucester Point. 

Now owned by Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Pratt, formerly of Glen Cove, Long 
Island, the fertile soil of Little England is producing daffodil bulbs and blooms of 
such high quality that they have attained nation-wide recognition. 


OUR BULBS BLOOM 


Whether you want flowers to decorate your home or for exhibition purposes, 
you will find daffodil growing a very gratifying and rewarding hobby. They are 
extremely hardy and thrive in any climate except tropical. The bulbs are immune 
to attack by moles or mice. They multiply yearly and need not be taken up oftener 
than every fourth or fifth year. 

Of course, best results are obtained when top quality bulbs are planted, and 
at Little England Daffodil Farm every scientific care and precaution is taken in 
growing and shipping. Bulbs are not taken from the ground until the flowers and 
foliage are dead. After being dug they are cleaned and placed on trays in large 
storage houses where they are allowed to rest under proper atmospheric conditions 
for about ten weeks. When shipping begins early in September they are packaged 
in such a manner as to preclude any possiblity of damage. 

This policy has produced dividends, in that each ensuing year more and 
more of our customers have the pleasure of winning prizes with daffodils produced 
by our bulbs. 


HINTS ON GROWING 


In choosing a site for your garden it should be borne in mind that the land 
must be well drained, for soil that is waterlogged or sour will not grow good bulbs. 
Any loam, from sandy to quite stiff clay will grow good daffodils. A position open 
to sun should be selected, and four to four and one-half feet is a convenient 
width for the beds, with 18-inch paths between. Unless the soil is very poor the 
bulbs will need no feeding, but if fertilizer does seem advisable never, under any 
circumstances, use barnyard manure. Nothing is safer or better than a light 
sprinkling of bone meal; about three ounces per square yard lightly forked into 
the bed. 

When Little England Daffodil Farm bulbs are shipped the flowers have 
already formed in them. Thus, the grower has to wait only a f-w short months 
after planting to be rewarded with beautiful, colorful blooms, as Daffodils are the 
first flowers of Spring. 


FOR EXHIBITORS 


The garden club is an American institution which has captured the interest 
of women in every walk of life. From coast to coast nearly every community, 
whether urban or rural, boasts a thriving garden club whose members take an 
active intercst in various civic projects. 

Exhibitions help provide funds for participation in these projects and many 
of the clubs hold a Daffodil Show each Spring. So many of our customers have 
had the thrilling experience of winning major prizes with flowers grown from our 
bulbs (we have more than 200 prize winners in our collection), it has been suggested 
that we make a separate listing of bulbs which should yield rare and unusual 
blooms for exhibition purposes.

CLASSIFICATIONS 


Those who have regularly received our catalogs will find a helpful innovation 
in this issue. The number printed immediately after the name of the flower signi- 
fies the approximate blooming time. The six-weeks blooming season has been 
divided into 12 periods, number 1 signifying the earliest bloomers and number 12 
the latest. 

Numbers and letters preceding the name of the flower simplify identification 
when reference is made to the classification table on the opposite page. The asterisk 
(*) means prize winner.

6-8 Pure satin smooth white perianth of immense breadth 
and fine substance; very pale lemon yellow trumpet which is evenly flanged 
at the mouth. Ideal exhibition flower. 


la BRIMSTONE. 8 A very beautiful large trumpet daffodil of fine substance 
and form quite distinct and most attractive sulphur color. 


2b BROOKVILLE. 9 Giant flowers. It is distinguished by its tremendously heavy 
broad flat white perianth and large short completely ruffled cup of deep golden 
yellow. A magnificent new hybrid of outstanding merit. Flowers freely and 
grows ruggedly. 


*lc BROUGHSHANE. 10 A glorious white trumpet of perfect form and balance, 
the noble trumpet being widely flanged and refiexed and frilled. Does not 
over-balance the immense perianth, which is fully 5” in diameter the outer 
segments being 214” wide. The great flower which is of exceptional substance 
and extremely durable, is carried on a strong stem well over 2 ft. high while 
the foilage measures as much as 1-334” in breadth. 


*2b BRUNSWICK. 5 A very beautiful first early flower; very tall of perfect form 
and fine substance, with broad flat white perianth and a finely-formed well- 
balanced crown that is a most attractive shade of very cool clear pale greeny 
lemon, shading to white at the base. Lasting flower. 


*2b BUNCRANA. 7 A most distinct and beautiful first-class show flower having 
very broad flat pure white shovel-shaped segments and a beautifully propor- 
tioned longish frilled cup of unusual deep peachy orange color. 

2b BUNDORAN. 8 Large and distinct flower. Immensely broad, flat white 
perianth very thick substance, large frilled cup of warm pinkish buff. Strong 
free growing plant.

A large flower measuring 
more than 4” across, of faultless form and quality; very broad circular, pure 
white perianth of lovely smooth texture and a beautifully proportioned shallow 
saucer crown, pure white with a faint shade of green in the eye. A strong 
plant with good stiff stems.

9 A splendid and immense flower of astonishing substance, grand 
broad flat pure white perianth standing squarely at right angles to the bold 
ivory trumpet. 

COUNSELOR. 10 A striking self gold immense flower. Broad flat wide perianth 
rather slender trumpet which has an effectively serrated flange. Strong stem 
and fine foliage. Exhibition flower. 

COVERACK PERFECTION. 7 A unique flower of much charm; broad white 
perianth and wide shallow saucer crown that looks like a lovely piece of Belleek 
china, the ground coior is white, while it is edged and flushed pale gold and 
salmon and has a faint tinge of green behind the anthers. Very tall.

DISTINGUE. 8 Large perianth is wide spread pure white color smooth 
texture, cup pale lemon.

DUNGIVEN. 6 A fine large tall upstanding stronggrowing rich clear self-golden 
trumpet broad smooth pointed fiat perianth standing erect at right angles to 
the bold straight sided well-serrated trumpet; short neck. Mid-season. 


KINGSCOURT. 8 A large flower of faultless form, superb quality and uniform 
rich deep golden color. Flat velvet smooth perianth of immense breadth and 
noble perfectly balanced bell-mouthed trumpet. Has for a considerable time 
been rated in the R. H. S. Year-Book Ballot as the best exhibition yellow 
trumpet. 


MILANION. 3 A large flower of very clear self golden yellow; its form and 
proportion are as near perfection of balance and beauty as anything I have yet 
seen. Large broad rather pointed smooth perianth spreading out at right angles 
to the not too wide, but most beautifully flanged trumpet; the quality of its fine 
firm texture is exquisite; the flowers are short-necked and carried on tall 
stems. 


MOONSTRUCK. 1-2 An immense flower of fine quality and stately bearing, 
having great broad-pointed perianth of faintest cool clear lemon-primrose, 
standing at right angles to the noble flanged and serrated trumpet which is of 
similar pale cool tone but strikingly illuminated by the serrated brim being 
tipped with bright lemon; tall strong stem. Larger and more striking than 
Content. ; 


CONTENT. 2 A very large trumpet after the build of Beersheba but larger 
and much taller. Noble perianth built of broad long flat petals forming a 
great double triangle star and graceful rather long slender trumpet. It attains 
its greatest beauty when freshly opened, when it is a uniform tone of exquisite 
soft greenish primrose or pale lemon throughout; it gradually passes to a very 
pale transparent lemonade-white tone all over, except the brim of the trumpet 
which retains a dainty frill of lemon. Very vigorous. 


PREAMBLE. 1-2 A first class and faultless exhibition flower. It is a first early, 
well contrasted clean Bi-color of superb quality; opening with smooth, flat, 
pure white perianth standing at right angles to the perfectly proportioned 
rich bright chrome yellow trumpet which has a neat little flange; as the 
fiower ages the rich color of the trumpet fades out a little bit becoming more 
lemon in tone, but never goes white; it remains in perfect condition for an 
exceptional time and the flowers are so consistently good that practically every 
bloom is of perfect show quality. Some connoiseurs now rank it is the leading 
exhibition bi-color trumpet. 

CANTATRICE. 6 A flower of the most exquisite and marvelously smooth 
texture, clean cut pointed even perianth standing out from the well-balanced 
perfectly smooth rather slender trumpet; absolutely pure white throughout. 
Lovely flower. 

SAMITE. 3-4 An exquisite self-ivory-white Ajax of most perfect form and 
balance and the very finest and smoothest thick velvety texture; tall, vigorous 
plant; of great value in breeding. ; 

ADAMANT. 2 Well-formed smooth perianth of a deep saffron-yellow color, 
medium-sized rich saffron-orange crown frilled at margin, height, 20 inches. 
A flower of unique and striking coloring. 


‘ALAMEIN. 3 A lovely flower of the highest quality, with beautifully smooth, 


broad, flat clear golden yellow perianth segments very slightly pointed at the 
tips, and a rather straight well-frilled medium-sized cup of intense deep solid 
orange-red. An ideal show flower. 

ARANJUEZ. 3 A flower of the very highest quality, with beautifully smooth, 
clear yellow round perianth, of thick waxy substance, and a shallow expanded 
crown of deep yellow, widely margined with deep orange-red. 

ARMADA. 1 A gorgeous and sensational first early giant large cupped flower 
of glorious coloring; an immense flower with broad rich golden perianth and 
large bold, frilled cup of intense deep tangerine orange-red, which does not 
burn in the sun. The flowers are of great substance, short necked and grandly 
posed on tall, strong stem. 
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CEYLON. 2-3 A flower of beautiful form and proportion, with broad smooth 
shovel-pointed overlapping perianth of deep intense gold that has an almost 
metallic sheen, and a goblet-shaped crown of dark clear orange-red. The flower 
requires some time and sun after it first opens to develop the full intensity of 
of the cup color, which remains quite sunproof.

GALWAY. 3 A glorious tall strong stemmed intense self-golden flower, border- 
ing on Ajax proportions; broad smooth perianth, well-flanged trumpet crown. 
Splendid size, build, proportion, stature and color, should make a magnificent 
garden plant, grand show flower. 


ROYAL MAIL. 3 A really superb large red and yellow; the broad, smooth 
overlapping perianth is a rich golden yellow and the large frilled cup is vivid 
intense orange-red. A magnificent tall plant and very free increaser. 


LOMBARD. 6 Deep yellow perianth of the smoothest quality, large well- 
formed crown of the same color, frilled at brim, height 26 inches. 


RED GOBLET. 8 A distinct flower of great substance and lasting qualities. 
The broad rounded perianth is deep yellow, with a faint flush of pinky buff 
radiating from the base of the petals. This flower has a most unusual brandy- 
goblet shaped cup of solid orange-red. 


ROUGE. A strikingly novel and very distinct break in coloring, the wide- 
spread perianth is yellow overlaid pinkish buff, while the expanded cup is 
deep brilliant rather brick-red, it invariably elicits much admiration and 
comment at shows.

SARGASSO. 8 A brilliant flower of splendid carriage, soft clear yellow 
perianth, large bowl-shaped crown of deep bright orange-red, shading to gold 
at the base. 


SUN CHARIOT. 6 A large and very striking flower measuring well over 414 
inches across. The broad flat rather pointed perianth is deep golden yellow and 
the well-proportioned goblet-shaped cup solid glowing orange-red. A fine tall 
strong plant. 


NARVIK. 8 A superb red and yellow of jewel-like brilliance, perfect alike in 
form, quality, balance and proportion. Broad, smooth clean-cut clear golden 
yellow segments, with a frilled goblet shaped cup of deep intense orange- 
crimson. Tall stem, vigorous plant. 


TINKER. 4 An early flower of magnificently brilliant coloring, broad rather 
pointed clear deep golden perianth and rather long goblet-shaped deep and 
vividly brilliant orange-scarlet cup, tall, vigorous, and free increaser. 
TAMINO. 6 Real exhibition flower of perfect modelling and quality, broad. 
firm, smooth, rich deep yellow perianth and shallow fluted crown of dark, solid, 
brilliant red. 

BLARNEY’S DAUGHTER. 8 This very lovely flower as its name suggests, was 
raised from Blarney X with an un-named Seedling of the same type, it closely 
resembles the seed parent, but the cup is considerably larger and not so flat, 
so is classified in the “large-cupped” class. The perianth is pure white, of 
lovely quality and rich thick texture; the cup is deep apricot-orange with a 
very distinct bright gold rim. 

FLAMENCO. 8 A large flower with very round flat overlapping creamy white 
perianth, and a large widely expanded deep Seville orange crown. This retains 
its bright color, regarded as one of the most sunproof red and white daffodils 
in existence. Very strong, tall robust plant. 


GREEN ISLAND. 8 Very large flower, great substance and waxen smooth 
texture. Smooth rounded white segments of such immense width that they 
form an almost complete circle. Well proportioned shallow bowl-shaped frilled 
cup, greenish white at the base, inside passing to white, which in turn passes 
to a band of clear cool greenish lemon at the margin. 

KILWORTH. 8 An outstandingly fine red and white large flower with broad 
white perianth and perfectly proportioned bowl-shaped crown of intensely 
vivid dark solid orange-red with a touch of dark green in the eye. Tall stem, 
vigorous plant. 
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GUARDIAN. 6 A magnificent plant, the large flower is short-necked and 
carried on a tall, very strong stem, well above the broad stiff upright deep green 
foliage; very broad, smooth flat, pure white perianth, standing well back from 
the crown, which approaches trumpet dimensions and is neatly flanged at the 
mouth, and is pale primrose, passing almost to white. 


NAIROBI. 8 Most striking large flower, with immensely thick smooth rounded 
white perianth of grand quality and a large expanded much frilled cup of 
intense solid orange-red. 


PENVOSE. 6 A most remarkable and distinctive flower and plant, broad, flat, 
white perianth of much substance, standing at right angles to the well flanged 
neat rather trumpet like crown which opens pale chrome-yellow, soon passing 
to a most distinct rich buff. Tall strong stem and deep blue-green foliage. Comes 
very fine and wonderfully colored in the cool greenhouse. 


RED HACKLE. 8 A magnificient brilliant large red and white flower, bred 
from Folly, with broad, rather pointed, very slightly reflexing pure white 
perianth and a frilled, bowl-shaped crown of solid intense deep orange-red. Tall 
fine plant. 


SIGNAL LIGHT. 6 The broad rounded overlapping perianth is pure white 
of grand substance and quality, and the large saucer-shaped crown is an inch 
and three quarters across, bright glowing orange-red with a slight frill. A fine 
strong plant with flowers which are practically sunproof. So far has been 
unbeaten in Single Blcom Classes. 


STATUE. 6 A magnificent and imposing giant bi-color of splendid quality, 
substance attractive form and balance, having broad, flat, widespread, clear 
white perianth up to 5 inches in diameter, and large well-proportioned clear 
lemon crown. Flower short necked on very tall strong stem. 


ROSE OF TRALEE. 8 A large flower, with pure white perianth, rather pointed 
at the tips, and a long crown, nicely flanged at the mouth, of solid rosy apricot- 
pink right down to the base. A really unique flower. 


AVE. 6 It is a most perfect large absolutely pure white of flawless smoothness 
and symmetry, having broad pointed flat perianth standing at right angles to 
the large well balanced crown. 


DUNLEWEY. 9 Large and lovely show flower of smoothest quality and perfect 
form, broad smooth white perianth and large cream crown. Very vigorous, free 
of bloom and increase, stem rather short. A magnificent garden plant. 


KILLALOE. 8 A most striking immense pure white flower of grand quality, 
which I have grown well over 514 inches across. The perianth segments are 
shovel-pointed, very broad, flat and of fine substance. The large cup is widely 
expanded, beautifully flanged and frilled at the mouth. 


LUDLOW. 8 A beautiful flower, with very broad flat perianth of immense 
substance, standing at right angles to the bold-trumpet-shaped crown. The 
whole flower is purest ice-white throughout with a lovely sea-green base to 
the trumpet. A plant with a splendid constitution. 


ROSTOV. 6 A very fine large flower of purest white throughout, with broad 
rounded fiat perianth; the cup is large, almost a trumpet, nicely flanged and 
serrated at mouth. Might be best described as a much larger and improved 
Slemish. 


SCARVA. 8 Petals are pure white and overlapping. The widely-expanded 
Saucer-shaped crown is almost white, faintly tinged with pale greenish lemon. 
A very tall vigorous plant. 


ZERO. 6 A glorious flower measuring up to 51% inches in diameter. Very large 
broad flat widespread perianth; the beautiful vaSe-shaped crown has a Slightly 
expanding bell mouth; purest icy white throughout with lovely deep green 
perianth tube; tall strong stem and short neck; Superb grown in cold green- 
house. 

BINKIE. 8 A curious, most distinct and attractive variety, flowers of excellent 
form, balance and fine substance, having pointed, broad, flat perianth and 
well-proportioned crown. On first opening the whole flower is a most pleasant, 
clear sulphur-lemon, but the crown gradually passes to almost pure white. 
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CHUNGKING. 6 A truly gorgeous and magnificent large, tall stemmed flower 
of fine quality, having very broad, clear, rich golden perianth and perfectly 
proportioned intense deep vivid red shallow crown, plant of great vigour and 
rapid increase. 


RUSSET. 160 Immense, tall, strong growing small crowned flower, having 
completely overlapping very smooth primrose perianth of leathery thickness 
and very dark rich red eye. 

THERM. 6 Broad pointed yellow perianth of good substance, shallow cup of 
very deep and vivid almost ruby-red; very telling for shows. 


ALIGHT. 6 Early mid-season. A flower of very high quality. Tall stems with 
good sized flowers having slightly overlapping flat perianths and crinkled 
edge crowns of brilliant orange-red shading to yellow at the base. Unique 
coloring and excellent poise. Height, 22”. Can be gently forced. 


BRAVURA. 10 Very large flower of superb quality having very broad solid 
perianth of great substance, perfect smoothness and purest Poeticus white 
and well-balanced deep vivid orange-scarlet crown strong vigorous plant the 
finest large red and white of this type yet sent out. 


LIMERICK. 8 The broad flat perianth is pure white and the large absolutely 
flat eye is intense dark cherry-red. A wonderful contrast in colors, probably 
the best of its class yet seen. 


MAHMOUD. 10 A show flower of the very highest quality, having very broad, 
waxy, smooth snow white petals of splendid substance, almost flat crown of 
bright ruby-red. 

SYLVIA O’NEIL. 8 A large flower of perfect form and good quality; pure 
white perianth up to 4%4 inches diameter composed of rounded segments of 
great breadth and smooth texture, shallow white crown daintily frilled with 
pale clear lemon. 

ALTYRE. 8 The perianth is immensely broad and very rounded, of great 
substance, the rather small cup is nicely proportioned and frilled at the edge. 
The whole flower is pure white throughout, tall strong stem. 

CHINESE WHITE. 10 This is a very large flower of quite faultless form and 
quality, absolutely pure white throughout, except for a faint touch of green 
in the eye. Very broad circular satin smooth perianth of great substance, 
diameter is 414 inches, perfectly proportioned shallow-fluted saucer crown. 
DALLAS. 10 A beautiful flower, bred from Cushendall X Silver Salver, with 
broad overlapping, snow-white perianth of lovely quality and fine substance, 
the almost flat crown is pure white with a bright green center. 

PORTRUSH. 10 A lovely late-flowering variety, broad, flat, pure white per- 
ianth of great substance and almost flat, white crown with deep green eye. 
Tall, vigorous plant with good stem. Very free of bloom and increase, should 
make a good market flower. 

CHEERFULNESS. 10 A very fine double Poetaz. Creamy white outer petals, 
inner petals yellow and white, 2 to 5 flowers per stem. Fragrant. 

SHIRLEY TMEPLE. 10 Pure white. Perhaps the handsomest double yet 
produced. Fine texture and lasting quality. Very fragrant. 

GERANIUM. A poetaz hybrid of great beauty bearing on strong stems, heads 
of four to six flowers with broad pure white petals of solid substance and a 
bright orange-scarlet cup, a very effective late flowering variety. Much recom- 
mended for the border, sturdy grower, fine for pots and for forcing from the 
middle of February.

Each year we ship hundreds of boxes of flowers to homes all over 
the eastern half of the United States, and our business is growing 
because we observe the same policy on flower shipments as on bulbs. 
Since we do not Sell on the wholesale market we eliminate the middle- 
man’s profit. Also, Little England daffodils arrive at their destination 
almost garden fresh as they are shipped the day they are picked and 
suffer no deterioration from being held over in warehouses. They are 
carefully and tastefully packed in heavy, specially designed cardboard 
boxes and sent by special delivery parcel post, which we pay. 


Flowers are packed in bunches of twelve, and twelve bunches 
or a total of 144 colorful blooms go into each box. The cost of each 
box, delivered to your door, is only $5.00. 

The daffodil blooming season at Little England normally begins 
the second week in March and continues for six weeks. If weather 
conditions are abnormally hot or cold the blooming season may be 
advanced or retarded by one week. Because of the length of time required 
we do not advise shipping West of the Mississippi except by air mail, 
which requires additional postage. 


Little England is located on the York River about 16 miles from 
Colonial Williamsburg which, every year, is visited by thousands of 
people from every state in the Union and many foreign countries. Our 
exhibition garden attracts many Williamsburg visitors during blooming 
season, and we sincerely hope you will be among them this year.
